Re-Patriation of French 
Canadians* 



The Convoutioii hold at Montrenl to- 
wards th« •nd of last month seems en- 
titled to moro notice than it has yot 
received in this part of the Domiuion. 
There -were about fiv« thousand dele- 
gates present, representing the French 
Canadians who ha-vo from time to time 
emigrated to the United States ns well 
as those remaining in Cauada. The 
primary object of the convention was 
t> devise means for Ijringing back to 
their native ProTinca of Quebec the 
five hundred thousand French Canad- 
ians ■who, it ia estimated, have found 
their way to the United States during 
tte past five and t-wenty years, and 
■who are represented as having for the 
most part utterly foiled in realizing 
the expeotations formed regarding 
that foreign land, and lon^g to re- 
cran to their native oountry. Evidently 
politics, as well as patriotism and 
philanthropy, hare a share in this 
moTement,aB we find that a prominent 
reason urged was that, by the acquisi- 
tion of the half million of self expatria- 
ted French Canadians, the Province of 
Quebic would, in point of population 
and political influence, be placed at 
the head of the Confederation , Having 
elicited much interesting information 
respecting the condition and desires of 
their compatriots, the convention de- 
cided to urge upon Farliament genor- 
ouB legislation with a view to promot- 
ing the return of these people, such 
legislation to include the following; — 

lat.-Gratuitous grants of lands, the 
titles not to be delivered . save after a 
certain number o£ years of residence, 
arid the exeeataon of certain specified 
iiaproTements. 

Snd.-AdTahees for the purchase of 
seed, grains, agricultural implements 
and houses, to he reimbursed at 
lengthy periods. 

3rd.-The construction of excellent 
xoads.placing the new colonies in rapid 
and easy communication with the great 
centres. 

4th.-Preference to be given to the 
eolonists for work of colonization. 

6th Gratuitous passage from divers 
points in the United States to Montreal. 

6th.-The establishment of a central 
agency in this city to furnish informa- 
tion, &c., to returning emigrants. 

7th. -Provisions, above all, for their 
religious needs, by the construction of 
churches and the establishment of 



It'-wifi''t1wS1Sbtfea "Whereas the es- 
tablishment of faotorieain Lower Canada 
is indispensable to tLo public prosperity, 
and to the advancement of Prench Cnna- 
dians in particular, and to the bringing 
back to the oountry those ■who raay wiah 
to return, Besolved, Th&t the members 
of the Local and Federal Govertamonta re- 
presantiQg Lower Oaoada are requested 
to UBO nil the means in their power to de- 
velop th« ngrioultural aud manufaoturiag 
indnstries in this Provinco." 
A. lengthy discusaicn followed. 
A Committee composed of threo mem- 
"bars formed to consider the questions 
-wbiph;8hoiild be submitted to the Goo- 
Tention on this ocoasion, reported that 
the questions to be conaiderod were: 

Ist. The forming of a great Association 
comprising oil the societies. 
- 3nd. The re-patriation of French Cana- 
dians from the States. 

It was then moved that means be taken 
to form a French Canadian National Aa- 
aooiation oomposed of tlio 2,500,000 peo- 
ple talking the French languuiif o in Amur- 
ioa. That the domouatration jiiRt ondod 
was not BO much for a grand display an to 
aeonre practical results in tho formation 
of a strong French nationality. United 
they would ha%e foroe,batdiB-amted they 
would be weak. 

After soma disoussion as to thehroadtli 
and dosignaiion of tho aasocintion, in the 
oourge of ■which some (inggoatoil that a 
French-speaking colony should ba eatab- 
liihed in the North West, tho following 
was adopted: 

"That all tUa St. Jean Baptist Sooio- 
ties be asked to join iu a Union, to be 
Galled tlio National Association, of all 
French-speaking iiihabitints of Ainericii, 
and to be compoaed of one delegate from 
each Society, and tho ofWcera of this Con- 
Tcntion, with ita centre in Montreal." 

Having disposed of this part of the 
businOBS, the Convention thou proceeded 
to the seiootion of delegate* to roprosont 
eaoh branch Society at Montreal, a work 
'which ono might have oxpootaJ would bo 
left to the various Societies. Mr. Louis 
Biel having been nominated for Mauitu- 
lAi; Judge CourBol, President of the Con 
ventlun, took stroiig ground in opposition 
to tho nomination. The noirniiation wua 
not contirmed. Before tlio clone of tho 
aessiou, a resolution was propoHod, ask- 
ing thatltiol and hia confi-oreu be at once 
amattstied. A long and embittered debate 
•Qiaed, tho Americana taunting tho resi- 
dents of Canada - with being afraid to 
handle ths q^ueation, boasting that they in 
the United States wera far more free than 
the Canadians in such matters. Tho Can- 
adians retorted that it ■was all very well 
for tho people in tho United States to 
take ground like this, but the situations 
ware diflforent. Further, that if it wore 
t-a/ way possible an amnest:^ would be 
neourad, but that a disonssion like tho 

Sreaent, instead of aiding Riel, was injur- 
ig his onuae. 

The resolution was finally, by a largo 
majority rote, laid on the table. 

The proeoedingB of this somewhat for- 
midable convention have, as might bo ex- 
pected, given rise to ft good deal of dis- 
cusaien, particularly in the Ontario prsss; 
and it has been aptly remarked that to 
bring back half a million of solf-cipatriat- 
•d FreucL Canodiaua and to retain thorn 
ara too quite distinct things, Tho Oloba

niod to their compatriots who have loyal- 
ly remained in Cannda, However desira- 
ble tko return of half a million of people 
might be, ■riewed simply as a matter of 
population, we confess that tho proposi- 
tions laid down by the Convention do 
Boeni open to question in some respeots, 
and ^\■o havo our doubts as to how far these 
He publicans would content themselves in 
Canada after being, as it were, ooaxod 
back on the terms proposed. It is just 
possible that they might turn out a dilS- 
oult element to manage. We think wo 
can discover, too, permeating the move- 
ment, the perpetuation of disKttotions of 
race which it is desirable in tbfl interests 
of the Dominion should ba as speedily 
as possible swallowed up in one common 
nationality.

Tho correspondont of tho N. "W. Hsrald 
Writing from Doaao Oreok, Juno IG, aaja: 

I havo brtd ooular proof to satisfy mo 
that Dense Greek, at least, irill turn out 
well. But to speak of the future of a 
new mining camp is at any time mere 
■peoulation;and tbo most flattering pros- 
poots may turn out widely different from 
expectations. 

This is a strange country, for although 
tho season, so far as vegetation is oon- 
cerned, is as far advanced as it would be 
in Cariboo this time, still the frost is in 
the ground, and it is a question with me 
whether it ever comes out. Two days 
•go I sunk a prospect holo, striking bad- 
rook at live feat, and tlio earth was frozen 
solid for that distance. Tho ground 
•verywhoro ia covorodwith a soft, spongy 
xaoss a foot deep, which appears to koop 
the frost intact. Tlioro is no doubt, how- 
•Tor, that when tho country becomes 
oleared somewhat and burned off, the 
climate will alter very materially, and 
other years will be better than this.

There 
wore at the time I cams through (throe 
I Weeks ago) four gr»dera at work who 
were engaged for fifty dollars per mcnth. 
I lat and watched them long enough to 
satisfy mo that four chipmonks would do 
About the same amount of work in a day.

The Mainlmd Guardian gives adesorip- 
tion of the Wesleyan Church now m 
course of erection in New Westminster. 
The building will be a very handsome ono 
of tho comjjosita order of aroliiteoturo, 
•^•nrniountcd by a tower with pinnacles, 
And calculated to seat three hundred por- 
•ons. There is a spacious basement, di- 
Tided off into school room, leotnrs room, 
class rooms, etc., and which will be soarce- 
ly less useful in its way than the main 
body of the church itself. Mr. James 
Kennedy, of Langley, is the Arohitcct, 
and tba stincture will be of a cbaraotor, 
when completed, to do bini ao little cre- 
dit. 

The Oitardian complains of the soaree- 
ty of skilled and nnskilled labour. Men 
enough cannot be got to moot the do- 
Kandi of thQ fertile valley. 

Haying is close at hand and a big crop. 

Boad work is going on at a brisk rate 
in the neighborhood of Langley. Mr. Mc- 
Lellan hab already oompleted four miles 
of tlie trunk road. 

Mr. Kennedy has sold his farm to a gen- 
tleman from Australia. Mr. Coullhard, 
tho purchaaor of Clarke's farm, is a gon- 
tlomau from Canada possessed of consid- 
•rablo means; ho saya that his is tho first 
of about twenty-five families on their way 
im this Province, and all with capital suf- 
ilcicnt to provide themselrea with good 
homesteads. 



La.noijET. — Owing to tho backwardness 
of the season, crops are not as far advanc- 
ed as usual at this time of year, but tho 
yield promises to be heavy. Very little 
hay has been out as yet. Mr. Carey's 
Township surveying party left Langley 
prairie where thay have been campad for 
some time, on Friday. Tho survey is 
progreusing rai)iilly. Mr. iMcLollaii, con- 
tractor for Suction No. 2 of tho waggon 
road, is pushing work ahead rapidly. He 
has almost completed that portion of his 
contract between Langley prairie and tho 
eiid of Sec. 1 (Mr. Grant's) , a distance of 
four miles, with three bridges and half a 
mile of corduroy. Tiio road is woll made, 
and will shortly harden into a good, solid 
highway. Messr.s, Murohison and Van- 
etta have tho coutraot, and are making it 
a good i)ioco of work. Soveral now Bot- 
tlers have lately arrived in tho district, 
iind it ia expected that, as soon ss tho 
Free Land law oomes into force quite q 
number of claims will be taken up in the 
rioinity. — Herald.

The Concert liast Night. 

A year ago, when Madame Anna Bish- 
op Schultz and her talented company left 
Victoria after having enjoyed the moat 
enthusiastic leooption and support over 
extended to any company sincd Mr.~ 'and 
Mrs. Kean were here in 1864, we predict- 
ed that should they ogaiu visit us they 
would bo equally woll received and sup- 
ported. Tho result of last night's con- 
cert verifies tho correctness of 
that prediction. The attondanco 
comprised most of our leading citizens 
and their families, and the warm ap- 
plause which greeted every effort must 
have convinced nil of the hearty appre- 
ciation and tho high estimation in which 
a lady who has held musical sway over 
two oontinonts for many years and the 
lady and gentlemen who accompany her 
are held. 

Mr. Lask opened the concert with a 
piano solo, "Souvenir d'Ethiope," jby 
Gilder, which was well chosen, well ro- 
ceivod and loudly applauded.

Bishop to the front, 
and after she had sung it m a style that 
delighted the audience, she gave the 
charming little ballad of "Who's that 
tapping?" 

The second part opened with tho grand 
duetto, "Deh Con te" from Norma by 
Mmo.

Editor Coloni.st. — I tako opportunity 
of sending you a few lines upon our pov- 
erty and isolation. Wo have boou 
favoured with sullicint rain in tho dis- 
trict, to mature early some crops; but a 
small breadth of grain is sown this si)ring 
comparatively speaking, to former years, 
the farmers not emiiluying any labour. 
Tho crops look rtnniirkiibl well . We road 
in the press, of tons of Hour being im- 
ported by every steamer that arrives at 
Victoria, and hore wo havo hundreds of 
tons piled up valueless, food for ruts, and 
not ono dollar to bo seen--our mills 
standing idlo and the hind gradually be- 
ing thrown out of cultivation. I indivi- 
dually havo thrown out ujjwards of ono 
hundred acres. Do we really belong to the 
Province? However, the farmers of tho 
Uiipor Fraser have one resource left, that 
is to start in where they left ofl" in the 
year of our Lord 1860, and turu their 
water-ditches on to the banks of the Fra- 
ser, any of the high banks will pay fair 
wages. 

Mr. Sampson had got round the Lakes 
with the trail, and an oxcollont job ho has 
made. It will give some of tho packers 
a sh^nco of competing with the teams 
upon thot incubus of a road from Yale. 
I was told by Sampson he gavo a man 
two days grub and a shovel to clean out 
debris that might bo in the trail from the 
melting of the snow, when he cleaned out 
all round the two Lakes .in two days. 
That speaks well, the balance of tho road 
to Burrard Inlet will bo froo from the 
Mountoin slides. Ho also states tliero is 
any amount of grass for cattle on tho 
route. The money will bo all spent that 
was apnropriftted by tho time he gota wel.i 
down the Squamish Biver, and the trail 
will not see tho Inlet this year. 

Judge Gray on tho circuit, in address- 
ing tho Grand Juries, thinks tho Thomp- 
son and Frasor river could bo made na- 
vigable and instances the Cedars and 
Long Sault on tho St. Lawrence. To 
make tho Upper Frasor navigable would 
be a moro formidable undertaking than 
bridging tho Gulf of Georgia. The Fra- 
sor liiver is a succession of Coders and 
Long Saults; it is too lato in tho day. 
There was a period, say fifty thousand 
years ago, when every o.inyon was a grand 
fall and tho Eraser Yalloy lake above 
lake. At present the water stretches aro 
so short that a steamer that could breast 
them would amount to little in the upper 
river. This puts mo in mind of the 
policy of our jjractical Dominion Pre- 
mier tho Hon. Mr. Mackenzie — giving us 
a route by rail and water. It is to bo 
hoped that ho will on this end of tho linp 
utilise those Lakes by connecting them 
by canal. They are the natural outlet 
to the sea-board. It would at once set- 
tle the difHculties of getting through tho 
two ranges, the Cascado anil Coast range 
with a railroad, sixty miles of canals with 
but seven locks, tliri'o on tho east of Sum- 
mit Lake, and four next to the mouth of 
the Harriaou River. There are no en- 
gineering difficultio.s to enoonntor, littlo 
or no blasting, abundance of material on 
tho route; the lakes aro doo[) enougli to 
float tho largest ship ever built. It would 
ponetroto into tho country two hundred 
miles oast of the two ranges of mountains, 
and would cost but little comparatively 
sjicakingt ft would tend to develop tlio 
resources of Coluinbin proper moro than 
any railway couhi; :i (•uoido of propellers 
cjf onothousanil Ions ^^■l)nld ri'h'ive us (jf 
all the 8ur])lus i)ni(luc',e. Mr. J'lilitor, 
should these remarks attract tho attention 
they are worthy of in the proper (quarter, 
I shall have had the pleasure of doing tho 
Province a great service.

Tlie Appeal to England. 

(From tlio Ilallfax Chronicle.) 

Tho "Express" bode.s ill from the des- 
patch of u delogalio from British Colum- 
bia to England, to complain of the cpn- 
tompluted non-fuliilment literally of tbe 
terms of Union entered into between the 
Macdonald Ministry and the statesmen of 
that Province. lu tho opinion of our con- 
temporary; "It (tho delegation) is a re- 
flection upon tlio ctatoamunship and hon- 
esty of tho Ministry, and thoy should 
have provontod it. Instead of doing so 
they appear to havo ratlior aggravated 
the causes whioh lod to it. * * * 
The breach of public faith may cause 
the Dominion the loss of a Province, and 
— mark this— Britain the loss of subjects." 
Tlie partizansliip of tiio "Express" has 
given its views a twist, but ono not 
so hopeless that a few remainders of solid 
facts may not restore them to their ooca- 
sion.il straightness. To prevent, not a 
delegation such as that spoken of, but tho 
necessity or utility of such a one, the Do- 
minion Government wont farther in tho 
road of concession than wo approve. 
They showed their honesty by domon- 
strating *,o British Columbia that to com- 
plete the Pacilio Piaihvay within soven 
years was impossible with any resources 
we oould hope to command. Unlike their 
predecessors, they declined to hold out 
promises never intonded to bo fulfilled, 
l)Gcauso they coula not bo. Unlike their 
predecessors, tlioy declined to trust to 
the next seven years' chapter of accidents 
for the supply ofaloopholothrough which 
tiicy might creep out of engagements 
solemnly undertaken. Unlike their pre- 
decessors, thoy did not deny that any 
agreement, clear and unconditional, 
had been entered into by Canada to build 
tho whole "Pacific" within ton years from 
the date of British Columbia entering tho 
Union. Did thoy desire to do so thoy 
would have the supjjort of the honest 
Tupper.who declared in bis place is Par- 
liament that the work was to be proceeded 
with, only so far as "it involved no addi- 
tional taxation." Henco thoy showed their 
honesty by refraining from endeavoring 
to secure support from British Columbia 
by false pretenses. They then offered to 
compensate tiie Western Province for its 
inevitable disappointment. Thoy sent 
Air. Edgar in order to insure speed, and 
a full understanding to make those olTors, 
which wn particularized some d.iys -^go — 
oAors preposterously liberal. J'hey wore 
rejected, in olTect, by Mr. Wolkem. The 
only other moans of staying tho delega- 
tion would be the seizure of tho person of 
this boorish official— a process scarce to 
be recommended. The idle assertion of 
the "Express," which it calls upon us to 
mark, and we do, that tho conduct of the 
Government "may cause Britain the loss 
of subjects," may be dismissed without 
further notice, save to say that, within 
reach of tho shortest memory. Great Bri- 
tain tamed King KnfiTee, a far greater and 
more powerful person than Mr. Walkem, 
and nearly as civil. Thus far tho present 
Govornniont havo repudiated none of the 
obligations incurred by thoir predeoes- 
sora, save those that cannot be fulfilled 
by any srcriflco. Thoy havo too cheer- 
fully taken hold of loads which tho coun- 
try would have applauded thoirdropping; 
but they have'disdained, since taking of- 
i'u'.o, making demagogic cfipital out of by- 
gone mistakes, for wliich they couhl not 
havo been held Rccouutablo. For tho 
honor of Canada they Imvo shouldered 
Iho bundle of misrulo and oonfuaion left 
thorn, because, in an ovil hour, tho Cana- 
dians permitted, nay encouraged, the 
Vi'ild rido of tho now disgraced political 
jockeys who sit in opposition. Thoy will 
cxamino it, keep tho pledged faith of tho 
publio, and then guard against helter- 
skelter measures while they hold the pow- 
er.

A Floatinu Menaqbbie. — ^It is stated 
that a party of army officers who have 
boon engaged iu mounling guns and 
otherwise putting tho Gulf forts in 
servicoablo condition, while sailing 
throu;;]i tho IMissi.sHippi sound since 
the recent flood, oucounlored a remark- 
able scene. For miles were seen logs, 
driftwood, and patches of turf and soil, 
flouting into tho gulf filled with live 
animals, which clung to their frail 
barks with the tenacity of shipwrecked 
mariners. Among tho animals wore 
seen rats, raccoons, 'possums, rabbits, 
alligators and moccasin snakes in un- 
counted numbers, all brought down 
from the swamps and marshes, perhaps 
from fifty to ono huiulered miles in- 
land. Tho novel exiiibitiou had a 
scientific interest, as it suggested tho 
iimiincr in which, during past geologi- 
cal periods, animals were transported 
from regions far inland to the mouths 
of estuaries, and their bones being en- 
tombed in tho silt and soft mud fur- 
nished the organic remains which aro 
preserved for ages in tho baidened 
strata. It was donbtless by similar 
means that the fossils now found iu 
the solid limestone wore engulfed and 
preserved, aud also that animal life 
has been distributed over portions of 
tho g\Qba.-~Baston Journal.
